THIS CANAL TKKAKY. 


The origin of ore deposits and mode 


of deposition can be conveniently ob- 
served at Steamboat SpriuKS, where 
clouds of steam issue from many vents 
over a bare, rocky fcp*ce half a mile 
IOQK, in a narrow valley, lined by vol- 
canio ridges on each aide. Tbe \ents 
are separated but occur in parallel 
lines, showinu tbat they are connected 
by fissure0, filled with opaline quartzi 
water issuing from a narrow, middle 
crevice. Some are wholly fllled with 
quartz and have become true quartz 
assure veins. Some of these larger fis- 
sures are half a mile long, a foot wide, 
open and parallel, about twenty-five 
feet apart, nud descending downward 
to the bottom of the quartx crust, 30 
teet. Can be followed no further be- 
cause they have deposited quartz in 
such abundance as to cover up their 
original vents in the under-lying rock. 
Water Hoes not issue from all the fia- 
.-uras, but can be seen and heard eight 
or ten feet below ia violent agitation 
from steam and carbonic acid gaa. 
The quartz filling these figures ia the 
hottest parts is gelatinous, in others 
spongy and in others hard, or in layers 
of agate, ch-iloedouy or sugar quartz. 
Everywhere there is the same distinct 
ribbon or b-mded structure, resulting 
from successive layers of quartz heiug 
laid on tbe sides of the fissure by wat- 
ery solutions. The quartz ia these 
fissures contains sulphides of iron, 
copper, oinnibar, and even free gold 
T je metallic contents, as in old fissure 
vein0, are iu much less proportion than 
tne quartz vei-stone.

James Heury, an old employe of the 


co apany, was resting in the building 
when the Sre started and barely bad 
ime to efc-ipe with his life. As it was, 
Mr. Heniy waa badly burned about the 
ace and hands but no Eenoaa results 
TB anticipated. 
It WHS the intention of the Lumber 
Jjmpauy to move thsir yards nearer 
o the mill at an early date so il 10 not 
probable that they will bebuild on the 


old site 


The origin of the flre is unknown 


but it is surmised to have beeu due to 
ramps who carelessly left u burning 
outtr or citfirette stump laying around 
ti i he lumber. 


Soveral minor blazsa were stalled by 


lyniK sparks, but vigilant property 
jwuers preventel a spread of flames.
